A Truster's Handbook. By Augustus Peabody Loring, A. B., LL. B., Harv., of the 
Suffolk Bar.

We have read this very excellent little volume with much satisfaction. As indi- 
cated by its title, it is a mere handbook for ready reference. It is in no sense a 
general treatise on trusts, but is confined chiefly to practical questions ordinarily 
arising in the course of the administration of a trust, and is intended mainly for 
the guidance of the trustee. That the author is a practitioner, appears from the 
intensely practical character of its well stated propositions. We are glad to com- 
mend it to our readers.
